Approximately 1500 workers 
lumbering industry of the county are | 
going back to work this week and, bar- | 
ring bad weather, principal mills will 
resume operation on Monday. 

The total cut last year in the county 
was one hundred five million board 
feet. Reduced to other terms, the 
county lumbering industry cut enough 
lumber to build fifteen thousand five- | 
room houses at 7,000 feet per house. 

This year’s probable total cut is un- 
certain, owing to general business con- | 
ditions. If things “pick up,” the cut! 
will probably approach the total for 
last season. 

Heavy snows have made the mils a 
week or two later in getting started 
than in other years, but if good | 
weather continues through the week, | 
the larger mills will be started Mon- | 
day.

TEACHERS. PAY 
PLAN SKETCHED 


| Superintendent Favors Check 
| Each Month Of Year, He 
Informs District Clerks 


; In a recent letter to the clerks of 
_School boards of the county, School 
Superintendent E. J. Fitzgerald 
gests that the districts adopt what is 
known as the “ten payment deferred 
plan” for paying the salaries of teach- 


sug- 


ers. 
The letter explains the plan as fol- 
lows: ahs 
“A minimum annual full-time teach- 
|er’s salary of $1320.00 has been enacted. 
| A district may pay a teacher a high- 
| er salary if it has sufficient funds but 
jnot a lower salary. The law provides 
| five different methods of payment, but 
| for our winter schools the ten-payment 
| deferred plan is the best and most ad- 
| vantageous and it is desired that the 
districts adopt this plan. It is as fol- 
lows: 
“As an example we will illustrate with 
the minimum annual Salary of $1320, 
although other amounts work out 
|equally as well, In ten monthly pay- 
|ments, each payment would be $132.

Teachers’ Pay : | 
Plan Outlined 


(Continued from page 1) 

The law provides that 16 and 2-3 per 
cent or 1-6th which is $22 may be de- 
ferred each month, thereby leaving a 
payment to the teacher of $110 month- 
ly. This $22 deferred payment in tne 
ten payments will amount to $220 or 
two of the teacher’s monthly payments. 
which would be paid to them in the 
month of July and August, thereby giv- 
ing the teacher twelve payments each 
year of $110 each, which just makes 
the amount of the annual salary of 
$1320. 


“The payments are to be made on 
the last day of each month beginning 
on September 30, 1938 and contin- 
ued on the last day of each month as 
long as the teacher is employed. Should 
the teacher at any time cease to be 
an emplovee of the district. the amount 
of the deferred payments are to be giv- 
en her at once. During the school year. 
beginning with September, $2.40 would 
be deducted from each of the ten salary 
payments, leaving $107.60 as the net 
monthly payment. However, during the 
next school year beginning with the 
July 31st payment, but $2 would be de- 
ducted as the teacher would receive 
twelve payments of $108 each net. 


“The advantages of this plan are that 
the money will always be on hand, no 
registered warrants. Teachers will re- 
ceive twelve monthly payments each 
year, At no time will the teachers have 
received more money than is coming to 
them. 

“Tf there is any question in your mind 
concerning this method of payment. 
come in and talk it over with the su-
